Ollie O. Goldin, 40, Killed 
After Quarrel With His 
Son, Hoke, 15; ‘Had To 
Do It,” Boy Says.

Buchanan, Ga., June 13.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Shot by his eldest son while 
asleep early this afternoon following 
a quarrel, Ollie O. Goldin, 40, promi- 
nent Haralson county planter, is dead, 
and the son, Hoke, 15, is in 
jail under a charge of murder. 

“T had to do it,’”’ was the son’s ex- 
planation for the patricide. “Father 
struck me on the head with a ham- 
mer 20 minutes before I shot him,” 
he told newspaper men. 

The slain man was tried and ac- 
quitted on a charge of murdering his 
brother-in-law, Delamar Holcombe, in 
Haralson superior court last Novem- 
ber. He was prominent throughout 
this section and is survived by his 
widow and two sons. An inquest was 
held by a Haralson coroner over the 
body this afternoon. 

Shot While Asleep. 


Goldin was taking his noon-day 
rest at his farm three miles north of 
Buchanan about 1 o’clock today when 
he was shot. The boy approached 
the window with a shotgun, it is al- 
leged, aimed the deadly weapon at his 
father’s head ond pulled the trigger. 
The entire back portion of Goldin’s 
head was blown away by the almost 
solid charge of shot at close range. 

Powder burns upon the window sill 
bore mute testimony as to where the 
boy placed the gun to shoot it, it was 
said. Members of the family heard 
the shot. 

There were no eye-witnesses to the 
shooting, it was said, the principals 
being the only ones present at the 
tragic end of the family feud. 


Body Is Found. 


Mrs. Goldin and the younger son 
were in the garden 50 yards away 
when they heard the report of the 
gun. She stated that only a few mo- 
ments elapsed before young Goldin 
came to her and broke the news that 
he had killed his father, stating that

Still wearing the diamond engage- 
ment ring, presentation of which, the 
state contends, was the signal for 
William Darling Shepherd to per- 
petrate the final deed in a 16-year- 
old plot to obtain the $1,000,000 Mc- 
Clintock estate—the fatal administra- 
tion of typhoid germs to “Billy”— 
the,frail, demure young woman added 
her bit to the mesh of circumstance 
that state is seeking to weave about 
the 50-year-old lawyer. 

Much of Testimony Excluded. 

Much of Miss Pope’s array of accu- 
sations against the man, who pre- 
vented her marriage to young Mce- 
Clintock, was kept out by defense ob- 
jections, and her story was not com- 
pleted at adjournment. 

The Shepherds were “nice” to her, 
testified Miss Pope, until it became 
apparent that Billy’s intentions to- 
ward her were serious.

‘Scientific Slayer’ of Rich 
Wife Coolly Tells of His 
Deed—Stepson Destroys 
$1,000,000 Will.

Los Angeles, June 15.—Thomas W. 
Young, confessed “scientific slgyer’”’ of 
his wealthy wife, Mos, Grace Young 
tried to commit suicide late;lfonday. 

The suicide attempt was frustrated 
when Special Investigator Fred Dar- 
ley, who was riding with Young in the 
rear seat of an. official automobile, 
felt a slight tugging near his right 
hip, where his revolver was in jfs 
holster. 

Suddenly, reaching down to his gun, 
Darley found Dr. Young's left hand 
already on the butt of his pistol. The 
investigator jerked the weapon out of 
reach, Young said he wanted to “do 
away with hiniself.” 

Confirming the confession of her | 
husband, a coroner’s jury late Monday 
decided that the death of Mrs. Young. 
whose body was found sealed with ~e- 
ment in a cistern behind her mountain 
home. was caused by lethal gas admin- 
istered by Dr. Young. 

While the coroner’s jury was {n- 
vestigating the case, agents from the 
office of the district attorney were 
concerning themselves with establish- 


ing a motive for the strange and bru- 
tal murder. Young's explanation is 
that “my wife tried to boss me, and 
I got tired of it.” He said his wife 
once slapped him in the face while 
they were ‘2 a cafe and that from 
then on-he began to hate her. 

The authorities, ' however, are 
searching for a deeper motive. and 
announced Monday that they believed 
they had found it, and: that it con- 
cerned Charles Patrick Grogan, the 
18-year-old son of the slain woman.

Separate Vote Is Asked 
by Citizens of Hapeville, 
East Point and College 
Park Upon Annexation. 


Despite an adverse report of the 
charter revision committee, city 
council Monday voted to ask the leg- 
islature to authorize a referendum on 
the question of whether or not the 
city of East Lake should be an- 
nexed to Atlanta. The vote was 20 
to 12. 

The action was taken by adoption 
of a substitute, ititroduced by Coun- 
cilman T. L. Slappey, for the com- 
mittee’s report, and which, if passed |, 
by the legislature, will give citizens 
of East Lake an opportunity to vote 
on the annexation question. 

Annexation Urged. 

Charter amendments also were in- 

troduced Monday by Councilman Slap- 


Hapeville and College Park be given 


another opportunity to vote separately 
on becoming part of Atlanta. His 
measure calls for a separate yote from 
each city, and would allow one, two, 
or all three to come in. It was re- 
ferred to the charter revision commit- 
tee. 

The last election was lost after 
Hapeville and College Park, by a big 
majority, voted for annexation, but 
East Point defeated the measure, and 
because all three voted together, they 
all were forced to remain separate 
municipalities. 

In line with the city’s expansion 
program, council also voted to annex 
property near Kirkwood, and a small 
strip in Druid Hills. This merger will 
go into effect on legislative action.

Foreign Government Cer- 
tain To Demand Imme- 
diate Amends for Wan- 
ton Murder of Man.

Washington, June 15.—The killing 
today of W. W. Mackenzie, and the 
wounding of his companion; Miss Mary 
Duncan, British subjects, by Chinese 
snipers, promised to shift the center 
of interest in the disorders in that 
country back to Shanghai from (Can- 
ton, although official word of the 
new and more serious anti-foreign 
outrage still was lacking. 

It seemed certain that the wanton 
attack on non-combatant foreigners 
would be made the basis of action by 
the Pekin diplomats or the govern- 
ments involved. 

To Demand Action. 

The Pekin legation, it was said 
here, would be sure to move quickly 
in demanding action by the Chinese 
central authorities. Even if it took 
place within the international settle- 
ment, where foreign police are in 
charge, it was thought, . répresenta- 
tions would be made at Pekin, with 
the evil effects of its policy in cham- 
pioning the rioters at Shanghai point- 
ed out to the provisional government. 

Officials here have felt increasingly 
confident that the agitation among 
Chinese students would not develop 
into the general attack on foreigners, 
which marked the Boxer uprising and 
led the powers to joint military opera- 
tions in China.

UNIVERSITY THREATENED. 

It is almost unthinkable that 
Georgia’s state university is threat- 
ened with a reduction in rank on ac- 
count of the lack of adequate sup- 
port. Such a situation is a serious 
reflection upon the state legislatures 


during the past few years, and is a 
warning that relief must be pro- 
vided, and that at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, if Georgia shall be 
spared this humiliation. 

And yet, imperilled as is the uni- 
versity, and penalized by reason of 
the fact that it is a state-supported 
institution, a situation just as 
serious is the necessity for raising 
the tuition fees to $300, unless the 
legislature this year makes proper 
provisian for maintenance. 

The board of visitors very earn- 

estly states the facts, and the ad- 
vance in tuition rates is not a threat 
but a forgone conclusion unless the 
provision for the institution is made 
ample to preclude such a necessity. 
Should the tuition fees be raised 
to the amount.stated it will close 
the doors of the university to all 
except the sons and daughters of 
the rich, save those few who may be 
able to secure aid from the Brown 
foundation, or some other similar 
benefaction. 
The fact is the high tuition rates 
now charged, both at the university 
and at the Georgia school of Tech- 
nology, present a serious and an al- 
most inexcusable handicap to the 
poor boys who have the ambition, 
and the proper elementary training, 
but have not the means to pay the 
large expenses imposed. 

These rates have been made nec- 
essary in order to keep the doors 
of the institutions open in the face 
of the state’s policy of starving 
them to a death struggle. But the 
system is wholly wrong, and not 
only impairs the greater usefulness 
of institutions designed to carry 
their advantages to all the people on 
a basis of equal opportunities, but 
it serves to build up the walls of 
prejudice and intolerance between 
the favored and those who by pov- 
erty are not permitted to go to 
college, or enter into advanced vo- 
cational training. 

The public school system of 
Georgia needs to be linked into one 
unbroken chain from the first grade 
in the grammar school, through the 
high school, and then through one 
of the higher institutions of the uni- 
versity system. The state is not 
providing a coordinated educational 
system when this is not done, and 
it is not providing equal opportuni- 
ties when it closes the doors of her 
higher institutions to all except 
those who may have sufficient funds 
to meet abnormally and inexcusably 
high expenses. 

The board of visitors makes some 

direct recommendations, including a 
state bond issue for necessary physi- 
cal expansions. By all means this 
should be done—not only at the 
university proper but at other state 
schools and institutions. The uni- 
versity has been disgracefully neg- 
lected, and now the time for a full 
and complete showdown has ar- 
rived. 
If the legislature does not revise 
and strengthen the state’s educa- 
tional system this year, in answer 
to a cataclysm of popular appeal, 
then the A-1 rank of that famous 
old institution, the first in 
United States to receive state aid, 
may be lost and the spirit of Geor- 
gia will be broken in this great 
matter.

HEALTH TALKS. 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


DOES COLD LOWER RESIST- 
ANCE? | 
When Pasteur succeeded in inocw- 
lating hens with anthrax after their 
temperature had been brought down to 
about that of sheep and other mam- 
mals by means of a cold bath, he 
proved that the natural higher tem- 
perature of fowls has something to 
do with their natural immunity to 


anthrax, which is so fatal to.sheep, 
cattle and sometimes man. He did 
not imagine, nor did he offer his 
experiments as evidence that exposure 
to cold lowers a man’s resistance to 
any disease, he did not even deduce 
from his experiments the notion that 
exposure of sheep or cattle makes 
them more susceptible to anthrax. He 
discovered and gave the world the pre- 
vention for that disease, as a result 
of these eXtperiménts with fowl, but 
Pasteur was a scientist, and he never | 
indulged in far-fetched speculation; he 
contented himself to determine and 
establish useful facts. 


_In recent years those old fogy physi- 
clans and unread health officers who 
still uphold the quaint notion that ex- 
posure to cold or wet lowers one’s 
resistance to the respiratory infec- 
tions which they vaguely call “colds,” 
have been rather anxiously endeav- 
oring to find some actual scientific evi- 
dence to support their absurd position. 
They have combed the medical litera- 
ture of the world in search of crumbs 
of comfort for themselves and furfher 
confusion for laymen who heed their 
teachings, and the net result of all 
this effort is, of. course, nothing of 
consequence. The one little find 
they have made the most noise about, 
I think, is the record of some experi- 
ments conducted by Drs. J. A. Miller 
and W. ©. Noble under the auspices 
of the New York state ventilation com- 
mission (whose massive report was 
published a few years ago) to deter- 
mine whether change of temperature 
had any influence on infection ‘in 
the respiratory tract of rabbits. These 
research experts kept two groups of 
37 rabbits each in a temperature of 
from 63 to 90 degrees Farenheit for 
periods of from one day toa one week, 
Then all of the rabbits were inocu- 
lated by spraying ‘theig throats with 
a small quantity of a live culture 
of baccilus bovisepticus, a germ which 
commonly causes a kind of snuffles 
in animals, but produces no disease in 
man. Immediately after the inocu- 
lation, one group of 37 rabbits was 
subjected to exposure to oytdoor tem- 
perature of from 20 to degrees 
Fahrenheit for periods of from half an 
hour to three hours, and besides their 
fur was wet with water at about body 
temperature. The other group of 37 
inoculated rabbits was kept indoors as 
before. ‘Fhe result of the experiment 
was that 15 of the 37 rabbits inoculat- 
ed and exposed to cold and wet deyel- 
oped snuffles, while only nine of the 
thirty-seven rabbits inoculated and not 
exposed to cold or wet developed snuf- 
fles. The conclusion reached was that 
infection of rabbits with snuffles is 
favored by keeping them quite warm 
for a time and then subjecting them 
to chilling. This conclusion would 


"| be more acceptable if nine of the rab- 


bits that were kept warm after the 
inoculation had not been so inconsid- 
erate as to develop the disease just as 
thought they had been chilled... But 
even if we can accept such an experi- 
ment as at all conclusive, it doesn’t 
apply to human beings nor to the in- 
fections of the human _ respiratory 
tract. 

Such equivocal evidence is the best 
the standpatters have,ybeen able to 
educe in support of their absurd 
sition.

Washington, June 15.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) —Federal income tax 
collections for the fiscal year ending

This forecast of the year’s total 
meant that the receipts were expected 
to exceed the estimate made prior to 
the beginning of the fiscal year by 
more than $100,000,000 and might go 
as high as $115,000,000 above that 
amount.

SOLDIERS’ HOME ASKS 
LARGE APPROPRIATION 


An increase in appropriations to 
the Confederate Soliders’ home from 
$40,000 to $45,000 annually is asked 
in the annual report of that institu- 
tion submitted to Governor Clifford 
Walker’ Monday by the board of 
trustees, renee te 

I recommending the appropriation 
of this additional $5,000 the trustees 
said that the state should give greater 
care and comfort to the aged veterans 
of the war between the states who are 
now wards of the state in the Sol- 
diers’ home. ‘The additional money, 
it is stated, is needed for employ- 
ment of a graduate nurse. 

There were three more inmates at 
the home on January 1, last, than one 
year before, it was stated, despite 
deaths of 33 veterans during the year. 

“We found that 90 per cent of the 
veterans were happy and contented,” 
the report said. It added that the 
other 10 per cent were malcontents 
who caused much worfy to the man- 
agement. 

Regarding criticism of the use of 
convicts at the camp trustees said 
that this is the most valuable aad 
cheapest way of caring for the aged 
men. ‘These men, it is stated, are 
more attentive and careful than reg- 
ularly hired help and will perform 
many services which ordinary help 
regard as too menial. 


APPLICATION FILED 
FOR BIG POWER DAM 
UPON COOSA RIVER 


Washington, June 15.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Application was 
filed with the federal power commis- 
sion today by the Alabama Power 
company for license to construct a 
power dam on the Coosa river, 15 
miles abeve Montgomery, Ala., to 
augment its power supply for Ala- 
bama and northern Florida. 

The ck Fern says that the com- 
pany would be prepared to begin con- 
struction of the dam next December 
under plans to complete the project 
within three years. The dam would

“I know there is something of in- 
terest about your work with everlast- 
ing flowers, Mr, Burbank, and it 
might well be told now,” I suggested. 

“A number of years ago I turned 
my attention to the improvement of 
these flowers and commenced by ex- 
periments with the rhodanthe, a dou- 


ble variety.” 


“To what family group do they be- 


‘long?” I asked. 


“Most of them are composites and 


they are generally annuals, although 
many of them become perennials in 
California and bloom throughont the 
year. They are of many colors— 
shades of red, yellow and blue, and 
they have the happy quality of retain- 
ing their form and color when dried, 
if eut with long stems just before 
os fully and hung in a shaded 


place. 

“Although the rhodanthe was sup- 
posed to be double, only a small pro- 
portion of the ings were double 
and my work consisted in making 
them so and filling up the centers. 

“The flowers varied greatly in col- 
or and size and proved good subjects 
for selection, but the plants bore very 
littl eseed, and although the experi- 
ments have produced an improved va- 
riety the new type has not become 
entrely fixed. 

“One of my collectors in Australia 
sent me a variety known as the Aus- 
tralian Star flower, resembling the 
rhodanthe, but much more beautiful, 
its white star-shaped flowers bloom- 
ing abundantly and excelling all the 
others. 


“After I had grown it for a tew 
years, it began to show a tinge of 
pink here and there, and by selection 
the size of the blossoms were greatly 
increased making it semi-double, and 
improving the color, so that it became 
a clear rosy pink. 

“These new varieties do not as yet 
breed wholly true from seed, but they 
are wonderful improvements in every 
way on an already beautiful flower. 


“These everlastings have unusual 
keeping quality, and a chemical pro- 
cess has toughened the fibers and giv- 
en permanence to the colors of the 
blossoms. So when the improved 
varieties of the Australian Star flow- 
er became known, I was requested 
by a French milliner to fill’ an order 
for 10,000,000 clusters of these flow- 
ers. 
“He wanted them in a single lot 
and added that only this number 
would make it profitable for him to 


deed, an unexpected commercial possi- 
bility for the new plant, but pressure 
of other work prevented me from do- 


ing anything further in the matter.” 

“You have experimented a ,great 
deal with Australian plants, have you 
not, Mr. Burbank?’ I asked. 

“Yes, I have used them for hybridiz- 
ing and have improved existing va- 
rieties by selection, and among the 
best known is my winter rhubarb, 
which bears throughout the year in a 
favorable climate. 

“Some years ago I imported all of 
the best varieties of apples which had 
originated in Australia and New Zea- 
land and had some cnrious results. 

“These varieties from other hemis- 
phere arrived during our spring time, 
which is autumn in their own home. 
Some of them at once began blooming, 
both then and during the summer, 
while others refused to bud or b'ossom 
until the following autumn, winter

will turn them into ridicule for, be- 
ing triumphant, youth is cruel. 


keep in touch with the young. 
can laugh with them, go with them, 
we can heighten their pleasures by 
our appreciation which has in it noth- 
ing of competition but only a happy 
memory of what was ours yesterday, 
whilst today we, have moved on just 
a little further, where tomorrow 
they also will be. 

| There is tremendous wisdom and 
even elegance, also something of co- 
quetry in giving up in time, before our 
time, in taking the back seat before 
we are invited to do so. Once more 
I quote Nietzsche: “Let us give up, 


we taste best; let us learn early the 
difficult art of going in time!” 

Yes, better sit by and look on, say- 
ing “I could if I would” rather than 
allow others to show you that you 
“can't.” Do not stretch out your 
hand for the fruit which is no more 
for you, and when you see the prize, 
the pleasure, passing you by for an- 
other, remember that you have had 
your day and that jealousy can sour 
even a happy remembrance. After 
all, enough is as good as a feast. 

Do not imagine that I am preach- 
ing, but I am on the further down- 
ward slope. I have had my day. I 
do not say that I could not still have 
a few more days. But never for any- 
thing in the world would I stretch 
out my hand to grasp what might 
be meant for another. 

Change Tastes With Years. 

When still even today a _ lovely 
great big shiny fruit is dropped into 
my lap, I am astonished and grate- 
ful. 1 hold it between both hands, 
I sniff at it and its delicious scent 
reminds me of spring and sunshine 
and I love its touch. But for all 
that I do not. bite into it.: I say 
thank you, and I smile—but I do not 
take—I do not taste—that belongs 
to the others now, not to me—and I 
am not sad at all, I am at peace. 

I admit I do not belong to the 
starved: I have had plenty of every- 
thing, so [I cannot judge what it feels 
like, having never eaten your fill. 
Perhaps in that case paint and, dye 
are understandable—a desperate last 
try for the good things of youth which 
passed you by—and hope is more 
tenacious than anything. Hope never 
dies. 

We cértainly have in our times 
pushed old age further away, and I 
think that we are absolutely justi- 
fied to hold it off as long as we 
can, to do everything we may to re- 
tain our looks, our figure, our agility, 
our love of life and joy. But as we 
advance in age, we ought to modify 
our appetites. ‘ 

Nature will do it for us if we al- 
low her fair play. There is_notu- 
ing ugly about a woman already far 
beyond youth so long as she is not 
making terrible efforts to look 20 
when she is already 50. I like a 
woman to look young as long as she 
can, I myself look younger than my 
age, but I-do not dye my hair nor 
use cosmetics in an offensive way. 
The painted old hag 1s not only an 
unlovely sight but also a heart-rend- 
ing one. Who is she taking in out 
herself? Fearful must be the hours 
when she honestly faces her own 
image in the glass! ‘5. 

1 like the way American women 
allow their hair to get gray or white. 
I have seldom seen an American 
woman with dyed hair, but I - have 
also seen more young American wom- 


Jen with gray or white hair than any 


other nationality. It has-a_ quite 
especial charm, but I have never un- 
derstood why so many are gray at 
such an early age. 

Pleasure Not Everything. 
Carmen Sylva in one of her poems 
says: Old age should be like an ala- 
baster chamber. I like the picture it 
evokes—all white, clean, peaceful. [ 
especially see old age as peace, “white 
peace’—a dying down of all storms 
and desires, of striving and strug- 


gling. 

elf the life lived has not been wast- 
ed, if a normal amount of joy and 
pain has been experienced, if diffi- 
culties, sorrows, conflict, have been 
bravely met and overcome, if joys 
and pleasures have been real, natural 
and healthily enjoyed, old age ought 
to bring peace, calm, rest. You do 
not want to keep dancing, dancing 
when your limbs have grown stiff. 

The old man may heave a sigh, 
and regret may have a share of his 
thoughts, but if he is a man who 
has acquired his full development 
normally, he will have replaced his 
love of dancing by something just as 
real and satisfactory to him in spite 
of his sigh of regret—which is not 
as deep as the young man hearing it 
may suppose. ; 

There is also something of. peace 
in it, something of relief at the knowl- 
edge that what we call pleasure is 
not everything. It was sweet in its 
‘day but has been replaced by some- 
-thing else. Something bigger, some- 
thing more worth while, though prob- 
ably less gay. 

Of course the loss of beauty for a 
woman remains eternally a grief. "Tis 
a real grief to herself ‘as well as to 
others. A beautiful woman is like 
a great gift to the world and when 
we see that beauty go down, year by 


disappear. I confess that I find no 
consolation for the loss. It simply 
belongs to the sorrows of this world 
and must be faced. 
Especially difficult are the years 
when old age has not yet been ac- 
cepted, when the struggle is being 
kept up and when one knows that 
‘there can be but defeat in the end.
